PLANS are afoot to merge King¬ 
ston Council with the body that 
buys in the borough’s health 
services to create an overarch¬ 
ing ‘local health service’—with 
the eventual objective of turning 
the authority into policeman, job 
adviser, housing officer, benefits 
assessor and bin man. 

But it currently faces distinct 
shortages of both cash and public 
trust. 

Councillors were told at the re¬ 
cent ‘state of the borough’ debate 
that Kingston must make radical 
changes to how it serves residents 
in order “to be sustainable in a 
time of turbulent change”. 

Leader Kevin Davis is ne¬ 
gotiating with Government to 
“legally and financially” join with 
Kingston clinical commissioning 
group (CCG), the GP-led body that 
took over responsibility from the 
old primary care trust in 2013. 

The end-goal, according to an 
extensive briefing paper that cited 
David Cameron’s former strategy 
adviser Steve Hilton, is to create 
“a single point of contact for all 
the public services across our 
borough”. 

It said: “Sharing services only 
goes so far and does not bring 
about the deep shift in customer 
contact that local people desire. 

“Sharing services can actually 
make services more remote. 

“Instead of the vertical integra¬ 
tion of services with other coun¬ 
cils we also need to see our bor¬ 
ough work horizontally.” 

But a CCG spokesman was re¬ 
luctant to use the word ‘merger’. 
The body’s chief officer, Tonia 
Michaelides, said: “By working in 
partnership with RBK and engag¬ 
ing with local people, particularly 
to deliver the Kingston Coordinat¬ 
ed Care programme, our goal is to 
deliver a seamless patient experi¬ 
ence across health and social care 
to empower people to stay happy, 
healthy, socially active and resil¬ 
ient. 

“We will continue to build on 
our relationship with RBK and

other partners across the borough 
to bring together social care, pub¬ 
lic health and clinical commission¬ 
ing functions to meet local needs in 
the future. 

“The two organisations are 
working together more closely on 
overlapping areas of health and 
social care and commissioning to 
improve collaborative working for 
the benefit of patients.” 

The coordinated care scheme 
is designed to promote a “stream¬ 
lined” approach to patient care 
by aligning the work of the coun¬ 
cil, the CCG, Your Healthcare, 


Kingston Hospital, South West Lon¬ 
don and St. George’s mental health 
trust, charities, home care agen¬ 
cies and GPs. 

The care integration is moving 
“at a pace” with back-office staff 
meeting bi-weekly, documents 
show. 

Professor Catherine Staite, of 
Birmingham University, told the 
debate last Thursday night that 
while “we’ve almost stopped talk¬ 
ing about austerity” there will 
be “no more money in the short 
term”. 

The old “paternalistic narra¬ 


tive” of councils making decisions 
for other people must change to a 
new model of “co-producing” and 
focusing on developing trust in the 
local authority, she said. 

Cllr Davis added that, alongside 
his three big worries of falling budg¬ 
ets, a rising population and improv¬ 
ing communication with residents, 
he believed the council must find a 
way of promoting neighbourly cohe¬ 
sion and “start to put that communi¬ 
ty glue back together again”. 

But residents who attended the 
debate complained that the coun¬ 
cil’s communication with them - 


particularly during consultation pro¬ 
cesses in New Malden - was poor 
despite the Conservative adminis¬ 
tration’s attempts to change that by 
introducing Kingston Conversations 
and the All in One survey 

Cllr Andrea Craig agreed more 
needed to be done while Cllr Paul Bed¬ 
ford said: “We’re out there to talk but 
you’re not coming forward.”

Hospitals could lose A&E if leaked 
plans to centralise service backed

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SOUTH-WEST London’s hospitals 
are all failing to meet the capital’s 
quality standards and could see 
key parts of their services cut and 
centralised, including A&E, cancer 
treatment and maternity, according 
to leaked documents. 

A wide-ranging review of our re¬ 
gion’s NHS - the successor to the 
controversial Better Services, Better 
Value (BSBV) scheme - is aimed at 
removing acute care from at least one 
hospital by 2021 because of the need 
to cut costs and improve standards. 

Acute care, which includes A&E, 
critical care, emergency surgery, ma¬ 
ternity, paediatrics and stroke servic¬ 
es, is currently delivered at Kingston, 
St George’s, Epsom and St Helier and 
Croydon, but is “unsustainable” and 
being propped up by expensive agen¬ 


cy staff, the South West London Col¬ 
laborative Commissioning (SWLCC) 
team believes. 

A draft sustainability and transfor¬ 
mation plan (STP) leaked to Health 
Service Journal showed health lead¬ 
ers are considering centralising 
acute services in four or three places. 

Cancer services currently provid¬ 
ed at St George’s, the Royal Marsden 
and Epsom and St Helier may be 
moved to one site if “demonstrably 
better outcomes” can be assured. 

BSBV, which collapsed in 2014 
amid public outcry, had spent three 
years and £8.2m arguing that the cur¬ 
rent system is too expensive and does 
not serve patients well enough. 

At the same time hospitals and GP 
commissioning groups were scram¬ 
bling to find some £500m savings to 
cope with treating an ageing popu¬ 
lation, buying new technology and 
revamping their estates. 

A SWLCC spokesman said: “The 
draft is still being finalised. As the 


needs of our population change, we 
need to develop services that keep 
people well and treat them as close 
to home as possible. To do this we 
need to transform services outside 
hospital, as well as considering how 
we provide even better care.” 

Kingston and Surbiton MP 
James Berry said: “The evidence 
shows better outcomes for patients 
when they are treated in centres of 
excellence. Kingston Hospital is a 
key part of south-west London’s 
healthcare infrastructure and has 
had significant investment, so if 
there is a case for reconfiguring 
beds, there is a strong case for that 
happening elsewhere.” 

All five hospitals refused to com¬ 
ment on the leak, and referred the 
Guardian to SWLCC’s press office. 

But in June a spokeswoman for 
Kingston Hospital said: “There are 
no plans at the moment to cut acute 
beds at the hospital.” 

In July the Care Quality Commis-

sion said Kingston’s A&E was failing 
to meet patients’ needs. 

Dr Paul Hobday, leader of the Na¬ 
tional Health Action Party, said: “We 
already have a lack of mental health, 
public health and community pro¬ 
vision. Our A&Es no longer have a 
mid-winter crisis, they have a year- 
round crisis. 

“This dismantling emphasises 
out-of-hospital care using technolo¬ 
gy to replace face-to-face contact and 
moving people out of hospitals into 
community care. But funding for so¬ 
cial care and public health have both 
been savagely cut.”

The developer’s website 
claims the area “truly boasts 
an irresistible blend of sophis¬ 
ticated urban family living and 
the tranquillity of nature, all 
within easy reach of central 
London”.

Massive motor takes five students 
800 hours in huge 3D print project

A TEAM of talented and pa¬ 
tient Kingston University 
students were part of a group 
that spent more than 800 
hours creating the world’s 
largest sculpture drawn en¬ 
tirely with 3D printer pens. 

Product and furniture de¬ 
sign student Karsan Haval 
and interior design under¬ 
graduates Luiza Darie-Vlas- 
ceanu, Femi Adedoyin, Ruby 
Asare-Brown and Yelitzelena 
Leonard joined 3D printing 
artist Grace Du Prez to craft 
the full-sized replica of a Nis¬ 
san Qashqai. 

The students drew the car 
with 3Doodler pens, which 
draw in the air by heating sol¬ 
id plastic to 230 degrees and 
forcing it through a small 
nozzle as it cools. 

An amazing 13.8km of plas¬ 
tic strands made up the final 
model. 

The team spent two weeks 
drawing the replica, while 58 
real cars come off the Japa¬ 
nese firm’s manufacturing

line in just one hour. 

Mr Haval, 23, said: “We 
started by drawing key are¬ 
as of the car, adding contour 
lines to accentuate the profile 
of the vehicle and covering 
the whole car in masking 
tape to fill the gaps, creating 
panels. 

“In the early stages it was 
difficult to imagine what the 


finished ‘drawing’ would 
look like, but once we started 
webbing the contour lines to 
fill the panels and connecting 
them together, it really start¬ 
ed to take shape. 

“Once we removed the pan¬ 
els we’d created away from 
the masking tape, we could 
really appreciate the sepa¬ 
rate strands of plastic that 


capture the movement of the 
3D pen. 

“It took a lot of patience 
and concentration.” 

Miss Darie-Vlasceanu, 22, 
added: “It was amazing to see 
how each person interpreted 
the brief to draw their own 
designs, but to then bring it 
all together into this spider 
web of intricate patterns was 


a really collaborative experi¬ 
ence.” 

The final sculpture stretch¬ 
es more than four metres 
long and nearly two metres 
high, the same size as the 
actual vehicle - a feat Mr Ha¬ 
val thinks is testament to the 
progression of 3D art. 

He said: “3D printing has 
really taken off in the last 
five years and will continue 
to grow and develop. 

“It’s now used in the med¬ 
ical world to help surgeons 
with procedures and has even 
sky-rocketed into space to as¬ 
sist astronauts. It’s changing 
the face of art as we know it.”

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Government austerity cuts prompt wholesale changes in provision and administration 


Council considers outsourcing of 
housing services as it hikes rents

Councillors have also approved 
the beginning of the implemen¬ 
tation of the government’s Pay to 
Stay scheme, which will see rent 
rise for the borough’s higher-earn¬ 
ing council tenants. 

Two options of how to meet 
the rising demand for housing 
have been put forward, including 
whether or not to outsource the 
department or make cuts, includ¬ 
ing reducing its staff and chang¬ 
ing maintenance contracts. 

Currently 140 people are em¬ 
ployed in the department. Last 
year, Kingston Council ordered a 
full review of housing services, 
and planned to ask tenants to take 
on the management of estates in a 
community housing trust. 

The scheme was scrapped be¬ 
cause of government cuts, with 
£20,000 having already been spent 
on a related roadshow. 

Cllr Cathy Roberts, cab¬ 
inet member with respon¬ 
sibility for housing, said: 
“Changes are needed because, 
quite simply, the council has to de¬ 
liver more with less money 

“This doesn’t affect your home 
or rights as council tenants but 
potentially it will change how you 


will interact with the service and 
who delivers the support you need 
from the service.” 

The change will not affect ten¬ 
ancies or leasehold agreements. 

Last Tuesday, councillors also 
met at the Guildhall to agree the 
timescale for introducing the Pay 
to Stay scheme. Under the scheme, 
households with a combined in¬ 
come of more than £40,000 will 
pay up to 15 per cent extra rent, 
with the policy coming into effect 
in April next year. 

Liberal Democrat councillors 
presented an amendment urging 
the council to write to the govern¬ 
ment to delay enforcing the Pay 
to Stay scheme. It was rejected by 
four votes to three. 

Cllr Patricia Bamford said: 
“What will happen to residents 
who cannot afford these hikes - 
are they going to be forced to leave 
their home and community?” 

The government hopes the mon¬ 
ey saved by councils by removing 
this subsidy will contribute to the 
government’s £12 billion of wel¬ 
fare savings. 

A consultation has been 
launched into the council’s hous¬ 
ing policy Visit kingston.gov.uk.

Bus routes 
for the chop 

SIX bus services that run 
through Kingston and Elm- 
bridge are being axed by 
service provider Abellio for 
“commercial and operational 
reasons”. 

The soon-to-be cut servic¬ 
es include the 436 Woking to 
Brooklands Sunday route, 
the 458 Kingston to Staines 
via Esher, the 514 Kingston to 
Addlestone, the 515 Kingston 
to Guildford via Cobham, the 
555 Heathrow to Hersham 
and the 663 Walton to Esher 
High School routes. 

The routes will cease from 
December 31. 

Two further routes, the 461 
from Kingston to Staines via 
Weybridge and the 564 from 
Whiteley Village to the Xcel 
Leisure Centre in Walton, 
will be partially withdrawn 
but the 459 Walton St Peter’s 
Hospital route will stand in 
as a replacement. 

A spokesman for Abellio 
said: “This decision has not 
been taken lightly. Although 
substantially downsizing our 
operation, it is designed to se¬ 
cure a sustainable future for 
Abellio Surrey” 

Mike Goodman, cabinet 
member for environment and 
planning at Surrey County 
Council, said: “We tried to 
find a solution with Abellio 
but now our focus is on trying 
to make alternative arrange¬ 
ments to cover the services 
that have been affected.”

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CAMPAIGNERS have vowed 
to continue the fight to save 
New Malden’s Fountain 
roundabout after councillors 
approved its demolition to 
make way for European-style 
cycle tracks. 

Councillors met at the 
Guildhall on Wednesday 
night to approve the develop¬ 
ment of four new mini-Hol- 
land schemes, including ren¬ 
ovations outside Kingston 
station, in Wheatfield Way, 
and between Surbiton and 
Kingston, plus the removal 
of the Fountain roundabout. 

But campaigners opposing 
the scheme claimed council¬ 
lors “don’t understand” the 
roundabout’s heritage. 

While a fountain was built 
at the junction in 1894, it was 
removed in 1982 and replaced 
with a fibreglass version. 

Councillors voted seven to 
six in favour of removing the 
roundabout and installing 
a crossroads, with the other 


three schemes also approved. 

Lynne Finnerty, of the 
New Malden Residents’ Asso¬ 
ciation, said: “It’s disappoint¬ 
ing. It would not surprise me 
if the decision was called in 
by residents. 

“[They] are not against im¬ 
proving safety at that junc¬ 
tion, the question was wheth¬ 
er this particular scheme was 
the right one.” 

New Malden councillor 
Ken Smith said the plans 
were “a waste of money” and 
Mary Clark called for the pro¬ 


ject to be scrapped. 

About 100 residents, bought 
together by the Malden Inde¬ 
pendent Community Organi¬ 
sation, also protested outside 
the Guildhall. 

But New Malden council¬ 
lor Terry Paton, who is lead¬ 
ing the mini-Holland project, 
said: “As much as it’s unpop¬ 
ular, for me it’s the safety as¬ 
pect. We always knew it was 
going to be a difficult thing to 
do. I think in the past people 
have shied away from it. 

“We want to encourage 


more people to cycle and 
walk by providing better and 
safer cycle links, footways 
and crossings throughout the 
borough. 

“Nothing has been rushed 
through.” 

Nearly 1,000 people told 
Kingston Council their view 
of the scheme. Of those, 48 
per cent supported it and 46 
per cent opposed it. 

Kingston Council ran four 
consultations over summer 
into plans into the next stage 
of the Go Cycle project - the 
authority’s name for its var¬ 
ious schemes funded by the 
central mini-Holland pot. 

Funding was secured from 
City Hall and Transport for 
London (TfL) in March 2014. 

The £33m project is de¬ 
signed to improve cycling 
facilities, road safety and 
public spaces. Tony Antonio, 
programme manager for mi¬ 
ni-Holland, told the commit¬ 
tee the Fountain needed to be 
removed as the roundabout 
“is one of the most dangerous 
junctions in the borough”. 

Cyclist Ben Parker, 43, of 
Rodney Road, said: “It’s dan¬ 
gerous.” 


THIEF JAILED: A THIEF who 
stole three bikes from Esher, 
Cobham and Norbiton train 
stations worth up to £1,500 
together has been jailed. Dean 
Saunders, 28, of Ingrave Street, 
Battersea, stole the bikes be¬ 
tween August 4 and 8.

The free 
event starts at noon and finishes 
at 4pm at 1 Kingston Road 
near Nando’s and the Fountain 
Roundabout.

ER has been banned from driv¬ 
ing for three years after being 
caught at the A3 Hook rounda¬ 
bout. Oliver Gwyther, 27, of New 
Kings Road, Chelsea was also 
fined £500 at Wimbledon Magis¬ 
trates’ Court on August 25.

Child hit by a car given

A BOY who broke his foot after 
being hit by a car has been giv¬ 
en a bravery commendation by 
Kingston police. 

Michael Skelton, four, had 
ended the summer holidays with 
a trip to Legoland in Windsor 
with his parents and twin broth¬ 
er Frank on August 31, when the 
family pulled into Chessington 
Parade to buy dinner from Mr 
Chips fish and chip takeaway 

Mum Vereena Skelton had 
gone inside the shop to buy the 
family’s dinner when Michael 
told her he needed the loo, and 
was taken back to the car, where 
his father Darren and brother 
were. 

Mrs Skelton said: “He then 
told his daddy he wanted to go 
and see mummy. My husband 
said, ‘No, I’ll cross you over safe¬ 
ly,’ but was seat-belted in the car 
so couldn’t get him. It was a reci¬ 
pe for disaster. 

“That was when he was hit. 
The car wasn’t going very fast, 
probably about lOmph. At that 


point he ran back to my husband 
crying and screaming and that 
was when I realised he was hit 
by a car. 

“The back of his leg was pur¬ 
ple and I felt instantly sick to my 
stomach.” 

Police officers Steve Ogles and 
Amy Gilletthappened to arrive 
on their patrol, where they took 
Michael into the police car to ra¬ 
dio for an ambulance and treat 
the female driver of the car, who 
also had a her own three-year- 
old with her. 

As an ambulance was not 


available to immediately treat 
Michael, the two PCs gained 
permission for a blue light route 
and drove him and his mother to 
hospital. 

Mrs Skelton said: “On the way 
he suddenly became really qui¬ 
et. PC Ogles asked him if he was 
OK and he said, ‘It hurts so much 
but I’m trying to be brave’.” 

Michael was then treated 
overnight and given a cast for 
his leg, before the officers went 
to visit him at home to award 
him the Police Constable’s Brav¬ 
ery Commendation.

REINCARNATION is not 
something I have thought 
about but when someone 
offers to hypnotise you 
into revealing who you 
were in a former life you 
really have to take the op¬ 
portunity. 

Nicolas Aujula, 31, is a 
past-life regression thera¬ 
pist, astrologer and relation¬ 
ship guru. He can put people 
into a trance-like state where 
they can visit and converse 
with their former selves. 

The idea is your past lives 
affect who you are today and 
exploring these can make 
you “let go” and be a better 
present-day person by un¬ 
derstanding why you are the 
way you are. 

Mr Aujula tells me as a 
child he used to have a lot of 
throat problems and trouble 
expressing his opinions. 

He reveals: “When I was 
about 17 I got into medita¬ 
tion. I went into a trace and 
remembered my own past 
lives.

“The more I explored re¬ 
gression I realised my for¬ 
mer lives were the reason I 
found it so hard to speak my 
mind when I was younger.”

Mr Aujula says the wom¬ 
an will “guide me” to sig¬ 
nificant moments in her life 
that will reveal something 
about my present-day 
personality I admit when he 
asks me what I am seeing and 
hearing, I embellish it a little 
bit: I feel like I am letting my 
regression therapist down 
by not being open minded 
enough. 

Then I start getting a bit 
nervous thatmypastlifeisnot 
interesting enough. 

I can feel the hypnosis 
wearing off and my mind be¬ 
gin to wander... 

AFTER my experience I 
remain open-minded. 

Testimonials show how 
Mr Aujula has helped hun¬ 
dreds of people.

Hence the vote, but six mem¬ 
bers of the committee simply 
did not believe TfL would be so 


inflexible and were willing to 
support residents’ wishes.

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Firm claims service back on track as full timetable to return 

Southern says 'sorry’ 
to its rail passengers

NEARLY one in 10 trains were 
cancelled or severely delayed 
over a three-month period on 
rail networks run by the oper¬ 
ator of the troubled Southern 
franchise, according to new fig¬ 
ures. 

Data from the Office of Rail 
and Road (ORR) showed 9.3 per 
cent of passenger services oper¬ 
ated by Govia Thameslink Rail¬ 
way (GTR) in April to June this 
year were either cancelled or 
more than 30 minutes late. 

GTR, which also runs the 
Thameslink, Gatwick Express 
and Great Northern franchises, 
was the worst-performing rail 
operator for the period. 

The figure was also the high¬ 
est recorded for the group since 
records began in 2004. 

The period coincided with 
weeks of disruption as a result 


of a high level of staff sick¬ 
ness and industrial action over 
changes to the role of conduc¬ 
tors. 

The dispute remains totally 
deadlocked. 

The ORR figures show the 
proportion of cancelled or de¬ 
layed trains jumped by 72 per 
cent compared with January to 
March 2016, when the number of 
late or cancelled services was 5.4 
per cent. 

Virgin East Coast services 
were the second most disrupted, 
with 6.5 per cent of trains either 
cancelled or severely delayed. 

Overall, the rolling annual av¬ 
erage to June this year is, at 3.3 
per cent, the highest since 2004- 
OS. 

A GTR spokesman said: “We 
fully recognise that these fig¬ 
ures are unacceptable and we 
apologise to our passengers for 
this. 

“The period coincided with 
the beginning of the RMT dis¬ 
pute over our plans to improve 


customer service on board our 
trains and throughout the peri¬ 
od, we experienced unprecedent¬ 
ed levels of sickness amongst 
our conductors and a reluctance 
by train crew to work overtime 
and rest days. 

“Because of the uncertain na¬ 
ture of train crew availability, 
we were being forced to cancel 
trains on an ad-hoc basis, which 
seriously compromised our abil¬ 
ity to run a robust train service 
on a day-to-day basis. 

“On July 11, we introduced 
a temporary revised timetable 
which, although it had fewer 
trains, gave our passengers a 
much greater degree of certain¬ 
ty as to which trains were run¬ 
ning, and enabled them to plan 
their journeys with more confi¬ 
dence. 

“Since then, on September 5, 
we took the first step to return¬ 
ing to the full timetable with the 
reintroduction of 119 trains. The 
remainder will be restored over 
the coming weeks.”

The British Academy of Film and Television 
Arts (BAFTA) is an independent charity that 
promotes multimedia art forms and rewards 
excellence.

The Volkswagen e-up! is an 
electric version of the up! 
city car. Jonathan Crouch 
takes a look at Volkswagen's 
entry into a rapidly 
burgeoning sector. 

BACKGROUND: The 
Volkswagen e-up! is an electric 
version of the popular up! city 
car and has a range of around 
93 miles. For this lightly revised 
version, our comments remain as 
before. Namely, that for a first 
stab at an EV, it's extremely good 
but there are still nagging doubts 
as to how it can justify itself on 
the balance sheet against a more 
prosaic petrol-powered up! 

DRIVING EXPERIENCE: It's 
not just in comedy where timing 
is key. Choosing when to launch 
a new type of car is another area 
where getting it just slightly wrong 
can be disastrous. Take all-electric 
cars. Nissan and Renault jumped in 
too early with this genre, launching 
battery-powered models back in 
2011 and 2012, a period when 
the market wasn't quite ready for 
them. Volkswagen, in contrast, 
sat back and waited a little, then 
in 2014, brought us all-electric 
versions of its Golf family hatch 
and, shortly afterwards, the little 
up! citycar. 

It's the up! we look at here, now 
lightly revised but under the skin 
Ittle changed from the way we saw 


it in its original form. Shall we get 
the jokes about it being trialled 
first in Yorkshire out of the way 
good and early? Having done that, 
we can concentrate on the fact 
that this early to-in-the-water by 
Volkswagen in the EV sector s a 
very thoroughly developed product. 
But can it justify what necessarily 
has to be a very high price? 

DESIGN: The Volkswagen up! 
actually makes a great basis for 
an electric vehicle. The powerplant 
creates an equivalent of 82PS 
and 210NM of torque and sits 
low in the engine, drawing from 
the 18.7kWh lithium ion battery 
pack that weighs 230kg and is 
sited under the floor area. This has 
benefits and drawbacks. The plus 
side is that the centre of gravity is 
good and low, something you'll feel 
when tipping the Up into a corner. 
The downside is that whereas 
an entry-level petrol-powered 
Up weighs around 929kg, this 
electrically-powered version tips 
the scales at a chubby 1139kg. The 
sheer amount of torque available 
masks this fact quite well though, 
and the car steps off the line 
briskly, making 37mph from rest 
in 4.9s. Acceleration does tail off 
markedly above 45mph or so which 
results in a sprint to 62mph of 12.4 
seconds. Given that this car's going 
to spend most of its time in urban 
areas, that's not really a pressing 


concern. 

As well as a standard driving 
mode, the e-up! has two economy 
profiles as standard: 'Eco' and 
'Eco+'. 'Eco' cuts the vehicle's 
peak power to 50kW, reduces 
the output of the air conditioning 
system and modifies the throttle 
response. 'Eco+' limits maximum 
power to 40 kW, further modifies 


the throttle response and disables 
the air conditioning. On top of 
these different operating modes, 
the range of the e-up! can be 
greatly influenced by regenerative 
braking. There are five modes 
available: D, D1, D2, D3 and B. 

In D, the vehicle coasts when the 
accelerator is lifted. In each of the 
next levels, lifting off the throttle 


pedal provides an increased level 
of regenerative braking. In D2, 

D3 and B, the brake lights are 
automatically activated when 
the driver's foot is lifted from the 
throttle pedal. 

COST: You'll pay around 
£21,000 for this car after 
subtraction of the generous £4,500 
government grant for plug-in cars. 


That's up to £3,000 or so more 
than you'd pay for an example of 
Renault's slightly larger ZOE pure 
electric car with 3 years worth 
of battery lease included but it's 
significantly less than comparably- 
sized electric cars from Citroen, 
Peugeot and Mitsubishi. You'll want 
to allow a little extra for the optional 
wall box for home garage use.

Weir signs 
off with 
veiled dig 

DAVID Weir’s Paralympic 
career ended on a sour note 
on Sunday when he signed 
off by accusing British 
Athletics of stabbing him in 
the back, writes Tim Ashton. 

The 37-year-old was in Rio 
to defend three titles won 
at London 2012, but a crash 
ended his marathon defence 
prematurely and saw him 
come home empty handed. 

Weir, whose Weir Archer 
Academy is based at 
Kingsmeadow, also failed to 
defend his 1,500m and 800m 
titles, and he says he will 
retire completely after the 
2017 London marathon. 

Sunday’s marathon 
was eventually won by 
Switzerland’s Marcel Hug 
in one hour 26 minutes 16 
seconds after Weir crashed 
out on 5km. 

After he said: “It’s an 
individual sport and I realise 
that now,” he said. “I’ve 
always praised every British 
athlete that puts on a British 
vest. I just feel like I’ve been 
stabbed in the back. 

“We need to click as 
a team. I know it’s an 
individual sport, but there 
can be no big egos in the 
team.” 

He added: “Maybe this was 
a Paralympics too much.” 

Tammi Grey-Thompson, 
who was working for the 
BBC in Rio, said: “David’s 
talked through the week how 
he’s not happy in Rio. 

“He’s said it’s not to do 
with training and it’s not to 
do with his family. 

“It sounds like the 
[athletes] village set-up 
wasn’t what he wanted. He 
talks about feeling isolated. 
He’s mature, he’s used to 
doing stuff on his own. As 
an ex-athlete it’s really hard 
to hear him say he feels 
‘stabbed in the back’.”

SURBITON hockey club skip¬ 
per Sarah Haycroft was back 
in action in the WHL Premier 
Division last weekend, and 
maybe she has something to 
prove.

“I want to become a better 
hockey player, make the team 
for Tokyo and help the team 
defend their title and make it 
double Olympic champions.” 

She added: “There are 31 
of us who train full time to

achieve our dreams of win¬ 
ning Olympic gold. 

“Having witnessed and 
been through every training 
session and every meeting, I 
know how much hard work 
and dedication it takes to be¬ 
come an Olympic champion 
and I am so proud that the 
girls made all of those ses¬ 
sions, hard work, and many 
tears pay off. 

“I am proud of all 31 of us 
because it is the culture and 
training environment we 
have created that has pro¬ 


duced an Olympic gold win¬ 
ning team.” 

Surbiton ladies host Uni¬ 
versity of Birmingham, who 
started their campaign with 
a 4-1 win over Bowdon High- 
town, this weekend. 

The men kicked off their 
MHL Premier Division sea¬ 
son in losing fashion going 
down 3-2 at Holcombe.
